The Secretary reported on the expenses of the Living Today exhibi¬ 
tion which showed the net cost was only $446.30. The report is filed with 
the minutes of this meeting. 

The Treasurer presented his Semi-Annual Report, Letter of Transmit¬ 
tal, and Report on the Operation of the Budget which were accepted with the 
thanks of The Board. In his comments on the Operation of the Budget, he stat¬ 
ed that he anticipated that there would be a deficit of approximately ten thous¬ 
and dollars at the close of the calendar year. He also explained the report on 
the Operation of the Art School and Store which operated at a net loss of $1,952.08 
for the school year. 

The Chair reported that he had talked informally with Randolph Bishop 
about making a survey of the Gallery*s fund-raising potentialities; that Mr. Bis¬ 
hop was interested, and that Mr. Bishop would inform him as to the nature of his 
fees and services before Mr. Hamilton would take the further steps previously 
authorised. 


The Chair called upon Mr. Wilson to report for the Special Committee 
on the Institute of Contemporary Arts. After Mr. Wilson concluded Mr. Hamilton 
reported more recent developments after his return from Europe. Mr. Hamilton 
was authorised to write to the Institute saying that the Institute might have 
the use of the facilities of our auditorium during next September and October 
for a fee of $50.00 for each such use, as well as the use of the atrium for 
$200.00 for each such use. Further consideration of the relationship between 
the Institute and the Gallery is to await the Institute's acting on the propo¬ 
sal of having a joint meeting of the Special Committees of the respective Boards. 

Mr. Bradley gave the report of the Committee on the Building and Grounds 
which was accepted and ordered placed on file. He continued and reported on his 
investigation respecting the installation of a new entrance vestibule, and sub¬ 
mitted plans drawn up by the architect, Mr. Waldron Faulkner. The Board recessed 
to examine the vestibule. On reconvening. The Board authorized Mr. Bradley to 
engage Mr. Faulkner as consulting architect, and after competitive bids were se¬ 
cured, empowered the Executive Committee to authorize a contract for this work. 

Mr. Bradley reported that for various reasons the installation of low ceilings 
on the second floor were neither desirable or practical. 

The Secretary reported that The Board's authorization to hold a series 
of additional subscription concerts was impractical since the artists had already 
made other engagements for Washington performances before the Gallery had an oppor¬ 
tunity to make a firm offer, and therefore only the Martzy concert, zs a subscript¬ 
ion affair, will be given. The regular concerts now scheduled ares

Gentlemen: 

The Committee on the Building and Grounds begs to submit the following report 
covering the period April 1st through June 30th, 1958: 

The multitude of installation projects for the exhibition Living 
Today was successfully brought to completion. Among the resultant permanent ad¬ 
ditions to the building are a series of light circuits for galleries 65, 66, and 
67, a suspended light frame for gallery 66, and two attractive fiberglas ceilings 
in galleries 65 and 67 which were contributed by A. W. Lee, Incorporated. Towards 
the end of the period covered by this report this exhibition was dismantled, an un¬ 
dertaking both complicated and time-consuming. 

Other exhibitions handled during this period were the Fourth Inter¬ 
national Hallmark Art Award , which was dismantled from the atrium} and the three ex¬ 
hibitions, Selected Prints by George Biddle , Collages by William Getman , and The Fac¬ 
ulty of The Corcoran School of Art which were put up in galleries 43, 42, and 30 re¬ 
spectively. 

In the line of general maintenance, extensive renovation of the exte¬ 
rior roof was completed: two layers of asphalt coating were applied to the level 
areas directly over the atrium - approximately 6,500 square feet, and to the gutters,

eaves and other exposed areas on the Clark roof by our force. In addition, the 
maintenance crew painted the outside woodwork of 28 windows in the skylight over 
the Corcoran roof, the steel stairway between the atrium roof and that over the 
gallery 62, and the protective wire netting and the steel railing on the School 
roof. The railings of the upper atrium were painted, many parquet floors in both 
the Corcoran and Clark wings were cleaned and polished, and all the water spigots 
in the School, the apartment and the Gallery were replaced. To improve the appear*" 
ance of the main offices, -the carpenter constructed four walnut shells for the desks 
and an outside contractor reupholstered all Board Room chairs at $19.00 per chair. 
Radiator covers for the apartment, frame racks in the sub-basement storage rooms and 
a dressing closet for the maids in the basement were also made. In compliance with 
safety regulations, all fire extinguishers were refilled. 


The refurbishing program of the second floor Clark galleries begun by 


Immer and Company last summer was continued this year and the walls of galleries 75, 
76 and the landing outside gallery 76 have been recovered with sheet-rock and plaster 
at a cost of $1,180.00.

The exhibition Living Today was highly successful and attracted attendance 
of about 6,000. There were many articles about it in the press and magazines. It 
demonstrates the validity of charging admissions to exhibitions of quality and of 
popular interest, as income almost offset cost, as reported separately.

On June 2nd Mr. Williams, Mr. Dorra and Mr, Lahey met with officials of 
The George Washington University to discuss a strengthening of the present close 
relationship existing between the University and the Corcoran School of Art. Follow¬ 
ing the conference a study of the University*s art program was made by Professor 
Kline. His report suggests that a Graduate Major in Art History and Museology be 
established at the University. In connection with this expansion Corc*ran Gallery 
Art School Teachers would be given academic titles in conformity with those in use 
at the University. The new program would also require a broadening of the scope of 
the courses taught at the Corcoran. A f^rst step would be the securing of a quali¬

Ceramics and Graphics might be established later. The subject is still in the 
preliminary planning stage and no action is so far necessary. Mr. Vigtel has 
drawn up a plan to improve the Art School curriculum through greater diversity of 
courses and closer instructor supervision. A report on Registration in the Art 
School will be found at the back of this report.

SUMMARY OF THE ACADEMIC YEAR OF THE ART SCHOOL 
(continued) 
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Saturday morning classes for young people totalled 265 students as 
compared to 255 the previous year. For students aged 7 to 17, the classes were 
under the direction of Leonard Maurer and were taught by advanced students. 

They proved highly successful. 

In the regular Art School the final exhibition of student*s work, re- 
fleeting as usual both modern and conservative trends, showed a high quality in 
drawing, painting, sculpture and commercial art. 

The award of prizes for excellence was made before a large audience in 
the auditorium May 23rd by Mr. Frederick M. Bradley, Board of Trustees. 

The financial aspects of the operation of the School are reported sep¬ 
arately. 


The tuition rates, which are still lower than fees charged in comparable 
art schools, have not been increased for the coming year. 

The School offers six scholarships competed for in the graduating classes 
of the High Schools of Washington and vicinity with the approval of the Superinten¬ 
dent of Schools. They have brought us some outstanding students.

You are undoubtedly aware that we have striven 


steadily to improve the quality of the Corcoran’s programs for 
its members. The response has been rewarding: membership enroll¬ 
ment has increased from 1200 in 1954 to 2000 this year. 


We are planning to offer a fuller and more am¬ 


bitious program of activities for the 1958-59 season than we have 
offered in the past, and in order to do so we will have to raise 
dues slightly: the ANNUAL MEMBERSHIP will remain at $10.00, but 
will no longer entitle the member to bring a guest to all events. 
However, members will be able to purchase guest tickets at $1.00. 

A new ANNUAL DOUBLE MEMBERSHIP at $15.00 will entitle the holder 
to bring a guest. ANNUAL CONTRIBUTING, SUBSCRIBING and SUSTAINING 
MEMBERSHIPS will carry the same privileges as before. The cate¬ 
gories of STUDENT and ALUMNI members will be abolished since the 
demand for these classes of membership has been negligible. These 
changes will become effective on September 1, and will apply to all 
renewals after that date.

4. If an art gallery becomes 'news', business must take notice; it is 
only 'good business'. 

5. bring attention of everyone to this project, make it 'the thing to 
do ' - "Have you JOINED THE CORCORAN THIS WEEK?" 

Mrs. Van Roijen pointed out that when the Women's Committee meets only 
three times a year, it is impossible to get an answer to a question or ap¬ 
prove a project for three to six months after it is brought before the com¬ 
mittee . 


Certain categories of members are entitled to loan of a picture, but 
are thereby denied other benefits and privileges of the Gallery. Mrs. Van 
Roijen feels this defeats purpose of bringing members into the Gallery.
